M orrison w as presented two 
im m en se leath er m urals of 
N ebraska by P en iten tiary in­ 
m ate Floyd K erm m oade. The

play at the C apitol, probably 
tls^ 
ittiill lilc u/lfp rom 
in his office, until his w ife re 
turns in late 
Septem ber to 
handle 
the decorating d eci­ 
sions at the M ansion. 


K erm m oade, 
a 
Lincoln 
m an, said the in tricately tool­ 
ed 
m urals took him 
alw ut 
eight m onths of spare tim e 
outside his regular duties as 
clerk 
in 
the 
P en iten tiary 
school. 
One of the approxim ately 
3-by-5 foot m urals has been 
entitled 
“ P ot Of 
G old” 
by 
K erm m oad e, 
w ho 
exp lain s 
that 
it 
d ep icts 
N eb rask a’s 
treasurers of agriculture and 
livestock displayed on the state 
m ap. A rching across the m ur­ 
al is a rainbow , and figures 
in the leather depict pioneer 
activities, 
agricultural 
pur­ 
suits and Indian scen es. 


The other m ural, entitled 
“ The B eef S tate,” is dom in­ 
ated by a 
H e r e f o r d bull 
again st a state m ap panor­ 
am a of w ildlife and farm ing 
and ranching 
s c e n e s . The 
m ural, tooled on a steer hide, 
also contains a list of N eb ras­ 
ka 
governors, 
a 
replica 
of 
the State Capitol and the state 
seal. 
K erm m oade’s m urals w ere 
d isplayed at the State F air 


and elicited plenty of com ­ 
m ent and several offers to 
purchase. 
But 
K erm m oade 
w ouldn’t put a price tag on 
his work because he planned 
to present 
itto the state as 
a gift. 
One prison official estim at­ 
ed that if K erm m oade h ad 
priced his tim e at $1 an hour 
and added the c o s t of the 
m aterials, the pair of m urals 
would cost around $500. 
K erm m oade has been doing 
leather work for the past 10 
years. He w as given a life 
senten ce for m urder in 19 52. 
The senten ce w as com m uted 
to a 45-year term this year, 
m aking it possib le for K erm ­ 
m oade to petition for a parole 
in future years.
